The past year lias not been uneventful. One of that noble 
band of womeD, Sister ttarj Gabriel, yielded her life in the ser- 
vice of the Hospital, as also Dr. J. F. Schmittle, First Assistant 
Burgeon, and Dr. J. H. Bernies, ofthe Visiting Staff, gentlemen 
of the highesl order of merit, nobility of character, and nseftU 
citizens. Their loss is greatly deplored, hi a more humble 
sphere of life the good and faithful Sarah Breen, nurse for ne&rlj 
half a century in the Waternitj Department^ ended her life's 
journey, beloved and respected by all who knew and could ap- 
preciate the simplicity and innate goodness of her nature, 

The late appearance of yellow fever inspired the hope it 
could be controlled. To aid the Hoard of Health in its efforts, 
and th<- iietier in isolate the infection, the Beauregard School 
was selected lor thai purpose, will) the sanction of the Public 
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School Board ami the authorization of the Mayor, vrh»m we 
sincerely thank. There were i routed in this temporary hospital 
216 patients, with a morralitj of23J percent. A. detailed state 
ment of the work accomplished is to be found in the reports of 
Dr. li. A. Veazie and Bamilton .Jones, and in the House Sur- 
geon's report. Too lunch praise cannol be accorded these gen 
il. -in. mi for their services, as well as to the Sisters ami nurses who 

lined faithfully at their posl to the end. They are entitled 
tO DOT warmest thanks. 

The improvements during the past year, whilst nol many, 
hare increased the efficiency of the service, as- described in the 
House ( tommittee'e and Chief Surgeon's report The Ambulance 
Department lias been enlarged l>y the purchase of the adjoining 
property. 

The Preparatofj Boom of the Miles' Amphitheatre reno 
vated and added to, as required, Th« fire service has been 
increased, giving greater security, and the Pathological Depart- 
ment more folly developed 

Sterilized water is now distributed throughout the build 
The department over which Mr. John Ponder presides, 
thai prince of engineers, in his faithfulness, sound judgment and 
general utility, is above criticism, and in prime condition, as was 
expected. 

The Training School for Nurses muter i he superintendence of 
Miss Robinson, and now of Miss Kuyghe, continues, as in the past, 
of great benefit to the Hospital and bo the community at large, 
in graduating competent and experienced nurses. The students 
of the past year deserve special praise for the faithfulness oJ 
their work and submission without complaint during the fever, 
when they where not permitted to leave the Hospital for several 
months. 

It will also be seen from the report of the Expropriation 
Committee that we have effected tin* purchase of the square 
separated from the Hospital by Locust street, and on which we 
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will i>c enabled toerect the buildings needed bo meel the growing 
wants of this Institution, it has a frontage of 247 feel onTulape 
avenue, bj 130 in deptb to Gravier street, ami was purchased 
for 858,000.00 The buildings have been torn down ami the 
wreckage almost completely removed. The square will soon be 
in readiness for the projected buildings. 

The first bo 1 reeled will lie a Children's Hospital, with all 

the modern improvements and appliances, The plans bavebeen 
submitted, perfected and approved. 

Designed by the well known firm of architects, Sully, 
Burton & Stone, its construction will suun be begun, and it 
wil1 prove an ornament to ■ citj and a benefaction to our 

StaH-. 

For this wort the State will owe a debt of gratitude to the 

philanthropj of a noble w an, Mrs. Richard Milliken, who, in 

furnishing means for the erection of this -rami mon enl to the 

memorj of a beloved husband, becomes a benefactress to the 
afflicted children of our State ami a blessing to the poor, whose 
sorrows will be lightened and lives made happier in the knowl 
edge thai whatever betides, their preeious ones may be cared for 

with equal facilities, conrforl and skill as those of their i ■<■ 

fortunate brethren.

The actual disbursements amounted to 1129,875.02, being onh 
three huadred dollars in excess of the preceding year, notwith- 
standing the additional cost of conducting the [solation Hospital 
which amounted in 12,500.00 over ami above the ordinary 
expenses of the Hospital Theslighl discrepancy between our 
Income ami expenses was more than covered by the surplus 
remaining over from the |>reeeding year. 

It must be borne in mind that whilst *IO.(HK>.im has been 
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added i<> onr income by i he generosity of our legislat ive bodies, 
it has mil increased out. actual income for 1«!>7 very materially, 
as may be seen from the following figures.

vina i. \ mi-; SERVICE. 

The premises occupied for this service have been enlat 
and iin|>i-ii\ cil. Tin- ailjan-nt property fronting, 30 feel on 
Tulane avenue by a depth of L16 feet, was purchased at the low 
priceof §2,550.00, and has been added to the establishment. The 
improvements bought m it li tin- property, consists of a weU 
constructed bwo-storj brick building with well arranged sleeping 
apartments, which are now used 03 employes. The yard room 
is particularly used and occupied as a carpenter shop. Eleven 
commodious stalls for horses have been erected, both well 
arranged and comfortable, Theold sheds bai e been demolished 
ami arc replaced by new tans well adapted for tin- purpose. 
The Ambulance yard ha.s been rcpavwl where necessary, and the 
Boor of the sheds laid with fin- improved sanitary pavenv 
Tin- Ambulances have been kopt in goad repair and impro^ oil by 
1 la- addil ion at' rubber t ires. 

The Engineer's Department lias been kept fnllj ap to the 
standard under tin- able management and supervision of our 
Chief Engineer, .Mr. John Ponder. His department is alv 
eijiiul in the call upon it. During tin.' year, tin- two front offices 
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of tin- Hospital, together with the sleeping apartments mi the 
second floor of each, have been heated witli si. •am. A new 
Chimney has bren ererted in the engine room to replace two old 
lines iviim nut in service. 

One of the two large tanks in I he a! lie of tin- main building 
la ii""- supplied with filtered: water bj pipes extending from the 
filters. 

Tin- drying room of the Lann.lt> has been improved by the 
introduction of incavased heat. 

In the Surgical Amphitheater, the Surgeons Preparatorj 
Boom has boon improved. The walls, have been lined with 
marble to a height of five feet, ami four large bowl marble 
lavatories intrndiin-d in lieu of the former cs. 

The fire service has been added to and four new stations 
established, 

The general work of repair ami renovation, such as painting, 
caloomining, etc, has been wry extensiveand highly necessary. 

The supplies for the year, such BS meat, bread, coal and tee. 
have been satisfactory;

Your Committee on Expropriation ln%s leave to report that 
tlie purchase of the entire adjoining square has been accotn 
plisbed and fche titles in the same have been passed and are now 
vested in the Hospital. 

The property acquired lias a frontage of 247 feet on Talane 

avenue I not including fche width of fche street and sidewalk of 

South Robertson street, which the Hospital has the right to 

id a depth of430feet to Gravier street, between parallel 

1 i nes. 

The total cost of this property, amounting to 158,007,13, is 
fully set forth in the detailed statement attached, showing price 
ut' each pieee of property purchased and the name of the vendors 

It is a matter of great satisfaction to all eom-ented that, notwith- 
standing the fact that fche Hospital had the right of expropria- 
tion conferred on it, this authority was not used, nor was (here 
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any occasion to do so, <x.«pi in ■ ease, where ;i friendl? soil 

was instituted to secure a perfecl title to a small property in 
which :i minor -v;is interested. 

The legal advisers of the Hospital, Messrs. Farrar, Jonas, 
Kruttschnit! & Gurley, deserve greai praise for prompt and 
assiduous attention in examining titles and passing all the requis- 
ite notarial acts, and. as usual, without making any charge for 
their valuable services. 

In view of the fact thai « In* [dans and specifications of the 
Richard Millikeu Memorial Building are now near coiupli'tiuu, 
your committee would advise Hud the Board take immediate 
steps to notify tenants to vacate premises occupied in purchased 
square, and when so vacated, we would advise thai the service 
of an auctioneer be engaged and thai each building be sold sep- 
arai<-h . giving the purchaser a certain number of days in which 
to remove buildings purchased.

During the year tin- departmenl has been equipped with 
three microscopes, one being for the special use of the students 
assigned to the department, enablingthem in study ami assisl 
more accurate!; in the work of the department Jars have been 
purchased to mount specimens kepi for the museum. 

Special arrangements have been made with the Pasteur In- 
stitute of Paris i<> have tin/ Hospital regularly Bnpplied with 
thoroughly reliable anti-toxic sera. Every two months, unless 
otherwise ordered, fchej send the Hospital LOO bottles, including 
the differeul anti-toxic sera prepared by the Pasteur Institute. 
This enables the Hospital to purchase at the rateof two francs 
per bottle an entirely reliable serum and also a fresh supply, 
These anti-toxie sera have hem put under the special care of the 
Pathological Department where they arc kept in a special re- 
frigerator purchased for thepurpose, ami kept at an uuvariable 
temperature, insuring their preservation. 
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I would call special attention to the work done in the diag- 
of typhoid fever, bj WidaJPsmctlioo:. enabling more rapid 
diagnosis io doubtful cases, and corroborating the diagnosis of 
typical cases. 

This work, and the examination of the blood in malaria ami 
other disease, is a featureof this year's work. We began in Jan- 
uary wiih a total of 29 bloods examined, ami in December we 
find it increased to 20*, showing the appreciation of this aid bo 
diagnosis. 

With tin- past year began in the Pathological Department a 
totally new branch of work, a bacteriological laboratory. This 
Laboratory has been the essential basis for tin- Widal's diagnosis 
of typhoid, and of different other septic conditions. We have 

- enabled in teal and investigate with it the reliability of 
fchesutures, ligatures, need andprepared in the Hospital, and 
after several tests have found them totally aseptic. Wliere its 
use proved invaluable, wasdnringthe In--! epidemic of yellow 
fever, enabling nsto gather the material aecesj<ary in the invest!- 

ff* 15 * to t)i.' cause ..t yellow fever. By its means we ait- en 

ahled to say. that the claims of ftaaarelli have Ihhmi corroborated 

in tin- faboratorj of the Hospital. Cultures have been obtained 
from the autopsies at the Isolation Hospital, giving the same re 
actions and tin- same results in animals as our control cultures 
of Bacillus leteroide.s ul' Satiarclli. inoculations at' fourteen rat>- 
hits have been made in i hese experiments, ami, though a small 
number, yet thej presented the characteristic lesions described 
by Saiiarelli. 

Experiments have also been made to ascertain the efficienc; 
of formaldehyde gas as a disinfectant for clothing and bedding. 
Tin- tests made prove thai, though formaldehyde isefficient as a 
surface disinfectant, its lack of penetrating power and its liability 
to polymerise, makes it an unreliable disinfeetanl for clothing 
ami bedding. 
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If 1 may be allowed tosnggesl it^ disinfection of clothing, 
etc., should tic done bj sterilization by steam under pressure; 
this is the only entirely reliable method. 

In closing this report, I wish t *> commend the untiring as- 
sistance given me by the Assistani Pathologist, Dr.F. S. Minim,. 
especially during the prevalence of yellow fever at the feolation 
Hospital when inns! of the routine work was done by bim. and 
Imusi also thank the House Surgeon, hr.
